REPORTS from Rabat reveal 

thet last week's anti-Israel 
resolution passed by the Organ- 
ization of African Unity was by 
no means unanimous. It now ap- 
pears thet there was not even 
a full dress debate and agree- 
ment on a final text, but that, 
in deference to the host, King 
Hassan of Morocco, there was 2 
consensus on 2 number of pro- 
posals. 

A number of African govern- 
ments have tried to tell us in 
the past that decisions of the 
O.A.U. should not aiways be 
taken literelly, and that in any 
case the organization lacks any 
power to implement them. Its 
declarations should be under- 
stood as an expression of Afri- 
can unity, and of the desire of 
the African nations to present a 
united front to the outside world. 
To this was added, last week, 
the general desire not to offend 
the Moroccan monarch, who skil- 
fully manoeuvred the anti-Is- 
rael sentiments to a vote by ac- 
clamation. During that vote a 
number of delegates were not 


even present. 

Whatever the reasons, the 
O.A.U. is now on record as 
strongly backing Egypt, caliing 
upon Israel to withdraw her 
forces immediately and uncondi- 
tionally from occupied territories 
and going even further by call- 
ing on all U.N. members not to 
supply Israel with arms. There 
is a retreat here from some of 
the views essed by the four 
African Presidents who were in 
the Middle East last year. 

Perhay feeling that the 
O0.A.U. had gone too far in con- 
demning Israel, and in order to 
assui the feelings of some of 
the “Rerican delegations at the 
manner in which he railroaded 
the resolution through, King Has- 
gan has now declared in a press 
conference that if Israel were 
to make a posture of good will, 
it would ible for the 
O.477. ta send ancther veace- 
making mission to the Middie! 
Hast. 


Tt is questionable whether 
Israel should deal seriously with 
such missions in view of the 
anti-Israel resolufion at the 
United Nations last year, backed 
by many African nations, fol- 
lowed by the sad Rabat spec- 
tacle. But Israel hopes that the 
many friends she has in Africa 
realize the nature of the Arab 
tactics involved and expects that 
they will find the way to ex- 
press their disagreement with 
the resolution which bears their 
name. 

There is no doubt that the 
Rabat meeting was a setback 
for Israel-Africa relations. It has 
come in the wake of the break 
with Uganda and has_ given 
cause to a feeling in this coun- 
try that our position in Africa 
has been misrepresented and 
eroded. The test will be in the 
bilateral relations that Israel 
has with twenty-six countries m 
that continent. But even 50, 
Israel caunot agree to the pas- 
sage of a sharp and hostile re- 
solution without expressing her 
protests to friends who failed 
to speak out against its appro- 
val, and have thus provided the 
Arabs and ther supporters with 
ἃ propaganda victory. 

Pieex perience in Rabat 
should lead to a careful recon- 
sideration of our Africa policy. 
Perhaps we should be far more 
stringent in the observance of 
diplomatic and political relation- 
ships. We have the right to de- 
mand from African friends more 
consideration than has been 
shown up to now, even when 
the illusion of African unity is 
involved.

U.S. resumes bombing 
with ‘heaviest’ strikes 


SAIGON. --- American aircraft 
on Sunday struck a lethal blow 
against North Vietnamese air de- 
fences, just after Soviet Presi- 
dent Nikolai Podgorny had 
ended a four-day visit to the 
North Vietnamese capital. 

The U.S. planes knocked out 76 
anti-aircraft missles in a massive 
strike which included 300 sorties 
by fighter-bombers. An Air Force 
official said that this was “possibly 
the heaviest strike in the entire 
war." 

U.S. spokesmen said that the air 
war resumed full blast yesterday, 
and that alr raids were again being 
flown close to Hanoi — an area 
which was off-limits during the Pod- 
gorny visit. 

‘In ‘Moscow, Tass yesterday made 
the first official confirmation that 
Podgorny had heen in the North

PEKING. — Dr. Henry Kissinger, 
President Nixon's National Security 
adviser, arrived in Peking last night 
for talks with Communist Chinese 
leaders. 

Foreign Minister Chi Peng-fe and 
Deputy Foreign Minister Chiac Kuan- 
hua greeted Dr. Kissinger and his 
party when they arrived at Peking 
Airport. Security precautions were 
far less in evidence than during 
other visits here by the U.S. presi- 
dential adviser. 

The Americans were driven to the 
state guest house in Peking. 

Dr. Kissinger’s arrival coincided 
with a front-page article in the 
“People's Dally” warning against the 
possibility of the U.S. and Soviet 
Union starting “a new aggressive 


war."

Information department officials 
said they had no knowledge of Dr. 
Kissinger’s programme last night. 
But from the movement of Red Flag 
iimousines and the deployment of 
security, it appeared Dr. Kissinge:

Yesterday, Tass said Podgorny’s 
talks covered “the continued armed 
intervention by American impertal- 
ism...and the intensified aggressive 
actions against a socialist state. 
American diplomatic sources in 
Moscow said the kanguege of the 
remarks showed essentially πὸ 
change in the Soviet position on 
Vietnam. The lack of a statement 
noting “unanimity” on positions dis- 
cussed may even indicate the talks 
were “not terribly warm,” one said. 
The Soviets reiterated their de- 
mand that the U.S. “Immediately 
and unconditionally stop bombing, 
shelling and mining DRV ports, 
end the policy of “Vietnamization” 
in South Vietnam and resume cons- 
tructive talks in Paris.”

NEW YORK. — Ambassador Yitz- 
hak Rabin is expected to wind up 
his tour of duty in Washington at 
the end of the summer, well before 
the November Presidential elections, 
despite denials by the Israel For- 
eign Ministry that a date has been 
set for his return. 

According to Jewish leaders here, 
there 15 no question that Mr. Ra- 
bin’s interview with Israel Radio 
10 days ago, in the course of which 
he implied his support for Presi- 
dent Nixon, has irked Senator 
George McGovern and other Demo- 
cratic leaders, who regard the Am~ 
bassador’s statement as interference 
in American politics. 

After the interview Sen, Mc- 
Govern asked for a meeting with 
Mr. Jacob Stein, Chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, and 
leading members of his election 
headquarters contacted other Amer- 
Ican Jewish leaders. 

Mr, Rabin's radio interview, which 
was firat reported in the U.S. by 
the “Washington Post,” is said to 
have embarrassed even those Amer- 
fean Jewish leaders who are known 
to support President Nixon, In their 
view the envoy’s statement appeared 
to reflect upon their political inde- 
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pendence on the American scene. 

Some of them have commented 
that while there is no doubt about 
Mr. Rabin's political achievements 
during his almost four-and-a-half 
years in Washington, he cannot in 
any case put more feathers in his 
cap during the few months that 
remain until the elections, 

These sources concede that Jeru- 
salem cannot admit outright it is 
prepared to cut short Mr. Rabin's 
tour of duty, because such a move 
could be interpreted as if the Am- 
bassadoer had been recalled in the’ 
wake of representations by leading 
Democrats. But they believe Mr. 
Rabin will no longer be in Washing- 
ton, at least several weeks before 
the November elections.

The dill will not list specific 
numbers of seats, but merely say 
that “a majority" of the Knesset's 
members will be elected from con- 
atituencies whose number is yet to 
be! determined, while “a minority” 
will be elected, as at present, on one 
countrywide list, proportionally. The 
biz will seek to have the same 
number of M.K.s elected from each 
region if possible, and the consti- 
tuenciés must be “continuous” 
that is, not spread out over geogra- 
phically separated regions.

Soviet protest 
letter urges 
‘Polish-type’ 

uprising 


MOSCOW (UPI). —- An anony- 
mous protest letter now circula- 
ting through Moscow urged Rus- 
sians to strike’ for higher living 
standards and political rights, as 
the Poles did in 1970. 

Moscow sources, who received co- 
ples and gave them to newsmen, 
estimated ‘the crudely-stenciled 
tracts had turned up in about 1,000 
mailboxes since the frst week in 
June. They are signed by “the ci- 
tizena committee” and bear no in- 
dividual names. 

Dissident sources said the “‘com- 
mittee” included a Sroup of engi- 
neers and skilled techniclans who 
are upset with Soviet living stan- 
dards and politica? controls, but are 
mot part of Moscow's tiny civil 
rights underground. 

They said KGB secret police were 
searching for the authors of the 
pamphiet, but that thelr identities 
are well concealed and no arrests 
had been made. 

The pamphlet attacks the Krem- 
lin leadership for living richly 
while the general populance lives 
humbly, gives examples of the eco- 
nomic poverty of Soviet life and 
calls for popular insurgence. 

“Estimated citizens, the working 
people of the Western countries 
have achieved their high living 
standards and ample political free- 
doms through struggle, the tried 
and tested way being strike and 


The skies over huge areas of 
the world were empty of planes 
even though most pilots of the 
U.S. and Soviet Union, as well as 
those in some other Communist 
countries and' the Arab nations, 
did not take part in the strike. 

The strike was staged against 
the world’s inaction in dealing with

There was no immediate explana- 
tion from either of the airlines or 
the Airline Pilots Association in 
Washington as to why the two U.S. 
lines were shut down domestically. 
A third U.S. line — Southern — was 
‘hit by the strike when it started at 
2 am. local time, but its 300 pilots 
yoted to return to work, complying 
with a court order upheld on Sun- 
day by the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Before the courts acted over the 


riots that followed the raising of 
food prices in Poland in December, 
1970, and said that it led to a 
change of political leadership and 
economic concessions. 

“We are the second most deve- 
loped nation in the world, but by 
standard-of-living Soviet workers 
are only 26th," the pamphlet said.

He was & 
member of the Irgun Zva’'i Leumi 
underground and defended many 
LZ.L. members caught by the Brit- 
ish. These included Dov Gruner and 
the I.Z.L. fighters who effected the 
Acre Prison break. He himself was 
imprisoned three times by the Brit- 
ish,

tried, Mr. Kritzman replied: “I de- 
fended the IZ. members out of 
deep conviction; but with Okamoto 
I am doing my duty as a human 
being and as a lawyer — since any 
accused person is entitled to a legal 
defence.”

In a statement to the House of 
Commozs, Mr. Heseltine gave pre- 
liminary information gleaned from 
the “black box" flight recorder of 
the British European Airways 
iBBA) Trident aircraft. 

The minister ruled out sabotage 
or structural weakness as faults. 

He said the Maps on the front 
edge of the plane’s wings were 
retracted at too slow a speed. The 
piane's nose tilted upandit “struck 
the ground in an almost level atti- 
tude.” 

Aviation experts, pilots, Heath- 
row workers and airline officials said 
accounts of witnesses and the leyout 
of the wreckage indicated the jet- 
liner may have been climbing too 
steeply for its engine power, stelled 
and plummeted to earth.

Gaddafi also was the prime mover 
in the establishment of the Federa- 
tion of Arab Republics, linking Lib- 
ya with Egypt and Syria.

Impact 


This American direct investment 
has an impact on American exports 
to Hurope, and thus on the Amer- 
ican-Community balance of trade. 
Today more and more American 
products, ranging from Computers 
to detergents, are produced in Hu- 
rope and are no longer being ex- 
ported from the United States, In 
1968, the last year for which com- 
plete figures are available, the sales 
of American manufacturing subsi- 
diaries located in the Common Mar- 
Ket totalled £14,000 million. 

After such a sharply critical res- 
ponse to U.S. policy, the ELEC. do- 
cument goes out of its way to stress 
the opinion that the EE.C. and 
the development it has brought to 
the economies of European countries 
has also been a. considerable ad- 
vantage to America. 

The Cornmunity has been the most 
important element in the post-war 
movement to bring Western Europe 
together, it says. “For the United 
States, as this report has shown, 
the Community, and the policy it haa 
followed since 1958, heve been bene- 
ficial to American interests — whe- 
ther In trade, monetary relations or 
investment.” 

That sentiment, at least, has re- 
ceived broad agreement among Amer- 
ican representatives in the Common 
Market.

Smaller-than-life biography 


Indira Gandhi deserves better 


YRsHEN ,tndira Gandhi became 
t¥ prime Mialster of India, her par. 

parliamentary postition wag 80 
eartoug that she had to tread 
ry, very sortly. What is more, 
her cwn position inside the Congress 
arty depended, or acemed to de- 
zend, very largely on the powerful 
ond experienced politicians collective- 
ty known ag the “Syndicate.” Only 
very recently did a new pattern of 
power begin to prevail, leaving Mrs. 
Gandhi In complete command of the 
Congress Party machinery, and the 
party itself in equally complete con- 
trol of India's national ParHament, 
and of nearly all the state Jegisia- 
tures, beholden to mo other political 
party, much less dependent upon 
any. 

Clearly, thea, Mrs. Gandhi de- 
serves and requires more than blind 
adulation: she 15 worthy of the most 
thoughtful analysis and critique. At 
Trevor Drieberg’s hand, she receives 
neither. 

With commendable candour, Drie- 
berg (Delhi correspondent of The 
Jerusalem Post) concedes that “hio- 
graphy is too presumptuous a word" 
to describe the book which was 
conceived in November, 1911 and 
published a scant five months later, 
“timed for release at the start of 
the general election” held in India 
last Merch. In other words, the book 
is a “quickle.” Like Satish Sud's 
rapid cover sketch, Drieberg’s rapid 
book fails to do justice to its fas- 
cinating subject, even 15 Mra, Gandhi 
ig faintly recogaizabie in both, 

Oversimplifies 

The author renders Indira Gandhi 
poor service by wneritical over- 
almplificntions and by systematically 
belitting the dragons which she 
giew, The members of the 'Syndl- 
cote" whom Mrs. Gandhi overthrew 
in 1969 and Iater rendered power- 
Jess with such consummate political 


Deputy Prime Minister and Finance 
Minister Morarji Desai was no mere 
“plaster saint"; Congress Party Pre. 
sident 5. Nijalingappa did ποῖ 
simply manifest a “cerebral va- 
cuum.” Nor were they and the others 
— Kamaraj of Madras, Patil of 
Bombay, Atulya Ghosh of Calcutta 
just “‘saw-dust Machiavellis,” 
"greedy old men without any social 
or economic perspectives,” a3 Drie- 
berg would have his readers believe. 
Surely there would have been little 
glory in victories over such nonen- 
ities. No, the taming of the Syndl- 
cate was a near thing, an enter- 
prise requiring great fortitude, po- 
litical sagacity and even 8. sense 
of destiny. 

Drieberg is equally disappointing 
in blaming virtually all difficulties 
encountered by Mrs. Gandhi on fools 
and knaves.

Bar-Lev: Recession 


not inevitable

The nation can overcome the 
current wave of inflation without 
suffering an economic slowdown, 
Minister of Commerce and In- 
dustry Haim Bar-Lev declared 
yesterday. The key, he said, was 
“voluntary beli-tightening by the 
four factors of our economy 
the Government, labour, industry 
and consumers.” 

The Minister was speaking at a 
meeting of the Jerusalem Labour 
Council's Trade Union Council. The 
audience included representatives of 
Jerusalem-area employers and 
workers’ committees. 

Mr, Bar-Lev admitted that cer- 
tain across-the-board cutbacks in 
spending could not be considered 
as a weapon against inflationary 
pressures at present, in view of 
certain large expenditures which 
“must” be made. He named these 
exceptions as the defence budget, 
@ swift-paced housing programm? 


and immigrant absorption expenses. - 


But aside from these areas, there 
ig an urgent need for moderation in 
consumption and industrial expan- 
sion, Mr, Bar-Lev warned. 

Some of the other points voiced 
by the Minister were: 

@ Money in circulation — Unbe- 
Hevable as it may sound, means 
of payment has been rising at the 
astounding rate of one per cent a 
week and now stands at 200 per 
cent of what it was only two 
years ago. 
@ Personal consumption —- Israelis, 
Since the Six Day War, have 
deen purchasing 25 per cent more 
goods and services than before, and 
the consumer price index has risen 
‘by 12.4 per cent since devaluation 


Oe er ae 
@ Immigration and productivity — 
The raison d'etre of Israel's 
existence is immigration, the of- 
fering of a home to any Jew who 
‘wishes to come. However, except 
for exceptional cases, a newcomer 
to this country does not become 
an economically productive citizen 
for three years. 

“There are πὸ shortewts or 
stratagems in the science of eco- 
nomics,” Mr. Bar-Lev told his 
audience. “Things cannot just keep 
going up. Yet, I do not believe that 
unemployment is inevitable in the 
event of an economic turn-around. 
Bvery Israeli must begin exercising 
self-control. 

“Businessmen must stop aiming 
for maximum profits and workers 
must be satisfied with reasonable 
wage increases," Mr. Bar-Lev stated. 
A reasonable wage hike, he sug- 
gested, was that included in the 
recently initialed “framework” la- 
bour agreements. 

Turning to positive developments, 
the Mimster noted that despite the 
large volume of immigration — “55 
per cent of today's Israelis are new 
tmmigrants" — the domestic popu- 
jation density had fallen, from 12.4 
per cent of the total population 
living four-or-more persons to a 
room 12 years ago, to 2.8 per cent 
today. 

“But this is not enough,” Mr. 
Bar-Lev | continued. “The IL425 
monthly ᾿ minimum wage is much 
too low, in my view, especially in 
view of the fact that we are a So- 
cialist country, and have been one 
ever since we established ourselves 
as 8 state in 1948."

Fire guts

Virtually all of the mail posted 
to destinations outside Jerusalem 
on Sunday was destroyed by fire 
aboard the truck carting it to Tel 
Aviv Sunday night. 

The truck's driver spotted smoke 
rising from the back at about 11:45 
Sunday night, near the Nahbshon 
intersection on the Jerusalem-Tel 
Aviv road. He used his wireless to 
call firemen to the scene.

West Bank residents may no 
Jonger have to get permits to 50 
to Jordan, Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan said yesterday, 

Mr. Dayan, who {ted Allenby 
Bridge on the Jordan River near 
Jericho to observe the crossing 
over of Jordanian Arabs coming to 
visit their families on the West 
Bank, added that, even if permits 
are indeed abolished in the oppoaite 
direction, each person going to Jor- 
dan would still have to show his 
Israeli identity card or Jordanian 
passport. The proposal to eliminate 
the need for special permits is now 
being studied, 

Chatting with newsmen and some 
of the visitors, the Defence Minis- 
ter observed that these were not 
tourists in the usual sense, Most 
of them were poor people who came, 
not for 2 holiday, but to visit their 
relatives, mainly in the refugee 
camps in the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip, 

He added that some of the visit- 
ors found work — illegally — dur- 
ing their stay here. Many of them 
wished to stay permanently. How- 
ever, he stressed, that while the 
summer visits were important from 
a humanitarian point of view, it 


was impossible to let the visitors a 


remain permanently. 
BID TO DISRUPT VISITS 


Mr. Dayan said that the attempt 
of the Jordanian authorities to pre- 
vent the summer visits had proved 
unsuccessful. In the past few weeks, 
some 30,000 persons had already 
passed through Allenby Bridge and 
another 120,000 are expected by the 
end of the summer — October 15. 
Last year about 100.000 persons 
came. 

Mr. Dayan hinted that it was not 
improbable that Israel would keep 
the skuplified summer visit proce- 
dure in force throughont the year.
